THREE SAVED 


Story of Survivors of the 
Maggie Ross. 


The Captain and Engineer Stayed by 
the Ship and Perished. 


The Rescued Men Found in an Open 
Boat Without Oars. 


Loss of the British Steamer Moselle—The 
Passengers and Crew Saved—The 
Placky Captain Loses 


Life.

MaksHFIELD (Or.,) Dec. 14.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The schooner Annie 
Gee, which has been lying outside the 
Coos Bay bar’for the past tive days, ar- 
rived in this city in tow at noon today. 
The Gee had on board three of the 
Sailors rescued from the disabled 
steamer Maggie Ross, which was towed 
into Yaquina Bay last Friday. 

F.. Bokland, one of the rescued men, 
said: ‘‘As we showed around Cape 
Arago Sunday night a storm struck us 
from the southwest with great fury, 
blowing away the sails. From that 
time we were at the mercy of the gale 
and every wave dashed over the vessel. 
Next day at 12 o’clock we cut away the 
deckload; of lumber, which carried 
houses andeverything withit. Steward 


| Anensen was killed on Tuesday, being 


crushed by the lower house. Both the 
ship’s boats were stove in and made un- 
seaworthy. The Annie Gee came up 
with us Tuesday morning and sent out 
her boat, which five of us, including 
Captain Marshal and the engineer, man- 
aged to reach, not, however, until the 
second mate was lost overboard. Two 
of us had both legs broken and the oars 
of the boat were lost. The captain and 
engineer, at their request, were fora 
third time returned to the Ross, prefer- 
ring to chance their life on board the 
disabled vessel rather than in the frail 
ship’s boat. ‘I will take my chances 
aboard the ship’ were the last words of 
Captain Marshal. We left them with 
one man dead onthe deck, one over- 
board and several others seriously in- 
jured. 

‘‘With pieces of fence boards, which 
we mauaged to pick up, we struggled 
for hours with our boat filling and al 
most sinking, until we were finally 
picked up by the Annie Gee. Capt. 
Marshall seemed to be more anxious for 
the safety of the crew than for himself. 
It is possible that ‘they® constructed a 
raft, as that was talked of as a last re- 
sort, though lack of material and their 
crippled condition may have prevented 
this. There is yet achance for them, 
but I have little hope.’’ 

Henry Berntzen and Hans Anderson, 
two injured seamen, are now lying in 
the marine hospital here, each having 
both legs broken. They will probably 
recover. 


A BRITISH STEAMER LOST. 
Passengers and Crew Saved—The Brave 
Captain Drowned. 

San Francisco, Dec. 14.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Post this evening 
has an account of the loss of the British 
mail steamer Moselle off Colon early in 
November. The Moselle was bound 
from Port Simon to Colon, and in addi- 
tion to mail carried a number of passen- 
gers. Asudden gale drove the vessel 
inshore and heavy seas threw’ her on to 
the rocks, where she narrowly escaped 
breaking up. Capt. Rowsell and First 
Mate Wooter succeeded in calming the 
passengers until morning, when boats 


were launched and the passengers and 


crew embarked, leaving the captain all 
alone with the wreck. They landed 
safely at Colon. 

The steamer Avon put out to the Mo- 
selle, but could hail nobody on board, 
and being unable to reach the vessel on 
account of the heavy seas and danger- 
ous position finally returned. Beacon 
fires were lighted and some time after 
dark Capt. Rowsell was seen to leap 


from the vessel and strike out for shore, 


Fifth Officer Miller tied a rope about 
his waist and swam from the shore to 
assist him, but just before he reached 
him Capt. Rowsell sank. Miller was 
drawn. back to shore senseless and bleed- 
ing.

the Bulgarian authorities owing to their 
refusal to accede to the demand of 
France that a journalist named Chado- 
nine, recently expelled from the coun- 
try. be allowed to return. The French 
Charge d’Affaires, Lamel, in a note to 
the Bulgarian government protested 
-against the expulsion asa flagrant pre- 
meditated violation of the treaties ex- 
isting between France and Bulgaria. 

In reply the Bulgarian government 
said that the journalist was systemati- 
cally sending the French press lying 
and caluminous stories about Bulgaria; 
that the government was unable to re- 
scind the order of expulsion. 

Immediately upon receiving this reply 
-Lamel verbally announced the 
Foreign Minister that he had received 
instructions from the French govern- 
meut to sever diplomatic relations with 
Bulgaria. The event causes great un- 
easiness in political circles. 


STORM DISASTERS. 


A British Ship Sinks and Thirty Persons 
Perish. 

Lonpon, Dec. 14.—| By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| The list of casualties 
caused by the storm is gaining fresh ac- 
cessions. The most serious of all dis- 
asters was the wreck of the British ship 
Enterkin off Ramsgate, county Kent. 
Thirty lives were lost, every one except 
an apprentice boy being drowned. 

After the Enterkin struck part of the 
crew succeeded in launching a boat and 
got clear of the ship. They were al- 
most immediately thrown into the sea 
by the swamping of the boat. 

The Enterkin was wholly submerged. 
The sole survivor of the wreck states 
that most of the crew wore cork jackets 
which, however, were of no avail. 

The wind today played great havoc in 
this city. A large sign over a saloon 
opposite the Waterloo station broke 
from its fastenings And in falling struck 
aman passing along the street and 
killed him. 

The rain has been so heavy in the dis- 
tricts drained by the Thames that that 
river is rapidly rising. In some places 
the lowlands are inundated.

New Yoru, Dec. 14.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Coroner Messmer was 
reported as having announced that 
there is no filling in the teeth of the 
dead dynamiter whose head is at the 
morgue. Inspector Byrnes hesitates to 
acknowledge the Boston identification 
of the dead crank, and a belief was 
created that the officials are disgrun- 
tled and jealous of reporters who out- 
stripped them and identified the head. 
A Boston dentist who attended to the 
teeth of Norcross stated that they were 
filled. This was the situation today. A 
dispatch to the Associated Press 
from Boston tonight stated that Dr. 
Edward Coggins, ‘who had been Nor- 
cross’s dentist for ten years, says: ‘‘I 
have the record on my books of nine 
fillings inserted for Norcross, six in the 
upper and three in the lower jaw.’ An 
examination of the bomb-thrower's 
head, confined to the teeth, contradicts 
Messmer’s alleged statement and agrees 
with the showing from the books of the 
Boston dentist. 

According to the statements of ‘Nor- 
cross’s intimate Boston friends his 
brain had been affected by the excessive

HARD FIGHT. 


Greggains and La Blanche in 
the Ring. 


Eighteep Hard Rounds and Both Men 
Badly Punished. : 


Police Interfere and Put an End to 
the Contest. 


La Blanche Accused of Faking—Claims of 
a Foul Raised—The Referee Finally 
Awards the Fight to 
Greg gains.

San Francrsco, Dec. 14.—[By the Ase 
sociated Press.| George La Blanche, 
the Ma®ine, and Alex Greggains of San 
Francisco met in what was to be @ fine 
ish fight at the Occidental Club tonight 
for a purse of 82000. The men had 
trained faithfully for the contest and 
were within afew pounds of weight, 
which had been fixed at 158 pounds. 
Danny Needham refereed the fight. La 


Blanche was seconded by Al Butler and 


Billy Smith, Greggains by Martin Mur- 
phy and Patsy Hogan. Greggains out- 
classed La Blanche in height and reach, 
but the latter possessed greater expe- 
rience. Betting was 20 toll onLa 
Blanche shortly before the men. entered 
the ring. 

After some feinting Greggains opened 
with a short left for the ribs. <A sé@c- 
ond trial resulted in La Blanche tryinga 
swing, but Greggains parried. ir 
gains got in two good ones on the win 

Second round—La Blanche rushed, 
caught a light one in the wind, but got 
in a hard left and right on Greggajns’ 
jaw. The Marine's stomach was red 
from Greggains’ left visitation. 

Third round—An exchange of hard 
lefts on the jaws and a corking left on 
La Blanche’s jaw led toa hot rally in 
which Greggains punished the Marine 
badly in the round. 

From the fourth to the eighth rounds 
Greggains eluded the Marine’s rushes 
and frequently jabbed him in the wind 
or stopped him with straight lefts on 
the chin, a little too short, however, 
for a knock-out. 

In the seventh the Marine fell to the 
floor from the force of a left-handed 
punch on Greggains’s ear. 

In the eighth round Greggains nearly 
sent the Marine over backward twice 
with left-handed jabs on the chin. His 
long reach worried the Marine and he 
made little return for the punishment 
received, though inthe ninth he reached 
Greggains's jaw witha hard right and 
in the tenth with a right body punch. 

The eleventh closed with a hot rall 
and honors were even. From twelft 
to seventeenth the men fought at closer 
quarters. Greggains had a shanty over 
both eyes and a lumpin the center of 
his forehead while Lablanche was 
ing atthe mouth. 

In the fourteenth round Greggains 
cleverly stopped La Blanche’s swing 
a left jab on the nose, and in the fif- 
teenth sent the Marine reeling with a 
left on the jaw. 

In the seventeenth round the Marine 
rushed with his right. Greggains eluded 
him and, as the Marine .rushed on him, 
toppled over. falling through the ropes 
over him. When La Blanche rose he 
limped badly and walked toward his 
corner, claiming that his right leg was 
injured. A large number of spectators 
seemed to think that Greggains had 
fouled La Blanche, while others claimed 
that the Marine was ‘‘faking.’’ Pande- 
monium ensued when Greggains rushed 
the Mirine to the ropes. Greggains 
punched him right and left, the referee 
endeavoring to “separate them. 

The round closed, and when they came 
up for the eighteenth La Blanche was 
apparently ‘unable to defend himself, 
and Greggains nearly knocked bim out. 

Sergeant of Police Cole stepped into 
the ringand ordered the fight stopped. 
President Robbins of the club an- 
nounced that the decision would be 
postponed, but Needham announced 
that he would give the fight 
to Greggains. In an _ interview 
later Needham said that La Blanche 
first had Greggains by the neck 
and that when they backed against the 
ropes.the Marine stumbled. Greggains 
tried to hold him and they went through 
He thought there was no 
foul, and as Greggains had been doing 
most of the fighting -he gave the decis- 
ion to the latter.

THE CITY COUNCIL 


Business Transacted at Yester- 
day’s Session. 


More Discussion Over the Figueroa 
‘Street Pavement. 


An weiubeuied Shake-up in the Po- 
jiee Commission. 


The Positions Declared Vacant and a New 
Board Elected, Including Messrs. 
Lewis and Suyder—General 
Routine Matters, 


The City Council met in regular ses- 
sion yesterday morning with Councilman 
Tufts inthe chair and every ward ex- 
cept the Third being represented. 

After the usual preliminaries had 
been disposed of the following message 
was received from the Mayor: 

To the honorable the Council of the City of Los 
Angeles :—At the request of a member of 
your honorable body I return without my 
approval an ordinance of intention to im- 
prove a portion of Tenth street, adopted by 
the Council on November 30, 1891. 

Respectfully, etc., 
HENRY T. HAZARD, Mayor. 

Councilman Rhodes explained that he 
had requested the Mayor to return the 
ordinance for the reason that the grade 
had not been properly established, and 
as it would have to be regraded at some 
future date the property owners were 
paturally averse to being assessed twice 
for the work, Which could be done as 
well first as last. Upon his motion the 
vote by which the ordinance had 
been adopted. was reconsidered and the 
matter was ‘rereferred tothe Board of 
Public Works for amendment after in- 
vestigation. 

REPORTS OF OFFICERS, 

The report of the City Auditor show- 
ing the condition of the funds for the 
week ending December 5 was read and 
referred to the Finance Committee. 

That of the City Treasurer showing 
the transactions.of his office during the 
month of November last was referred 
to the City Auditor. 

The Water Overseer presented his an- 
nual report in accordance with section 
58. article 4, of the City Charter, 
which was referred to the Zanja Com- 
mittee, 

The Finance Committee's report, as 
published in Tur Times on Saturday last, 


was read and adopted. 


REAL ESTATE LICENSES. 

The recommendation of the committee 
that the real estate agent’s license be 
reduced to $2 per month was discussed 
at some length, Councilman Rhodes 
offering an amendment to the effect 
that each member of every real estate 
tirm be required to pay a license of $1 
per month. Which was defeated bya 
vote of 5 to’3; his supporters being In- 
nes, Summerland and Alford. 

This amendment was suggested by 
City Attorney McFarland, who, when 
called upon to express his views on the 
subject, stated that in his opivion the 
best way to réach ‘every person in the 
real estate business was to license each 
‘individual member of every firm carry- 
ing on such business. 

The usual batch of demmnds was read 
and approved in accordance with the 
recommendations of the Finance Com- 
mittee. 

MOTIONS. 

moved that twenty 
of the fifty telephones furnished free to 
the city be assigned to the city schools 


as apportioned by the Board of Educa- 


tion, and one to each of the following 
offices: City Tax and License Collector, 
City Assessor, Justice Austin, Police 
Judge Owens and two for the Board of 
Park Commissioners. 

Councilman Innes moved that action 
thereon be postponed for one week and 
the matter placed in the hands of a 
committee of distribution meanwhile, 
but the motion was defeated bya vote 
of 5 to 3, Messrs. McGarry, Tufts and 
Innes constituting the minority. The 
original motion was then adopted by a 
similar vote. 

Upon motion of Councilman Rees the 
City Clerk was instructed to communi- 
cate with the Southern California Rail- 
road Company withthe view of ascer- 
taining whether or not it desired to re- 
new its lease of the stock-yards in East 
Los Angeles. as the present one expires 
atthe end of the current year. 

The same member also moved that 
the Street Superintendent be instructed 
to remove the curb from thestreet at 
the intersection of Los Angeles and 
Second streets and piace a few loads of 
dirt on that part of the Grange House 


| lot which is now a portion of the street, 


so as torender it passable for teams. 
Carried 

The report of the Board of Public 
Works was then taken up and all the 
recommendations therein ‘contained, as 
heretofore published in Tuz Times, were 
adopted as read, 

FIGUEROA STREET. PAVEMENT. 

The recommendation the petition 
for the paving of, Figneroa street from 
Washington to $impson streets be 
granted was opposed by Councilman 
McGa presented the following 
minority ‘report thereon: 

To the honorable the City Council: GENTLE- 
MEN—In the matter of the paving of Figue- 
roa stceet from W ngton street to Santa 
Monica avenue I would recommend that 
the portion of said, street between above 
points be divided equally between bitumt- 
nous and asphalt companies for the follow- 
ing reasons ; 

First—The Bituminous Lime Rock Com- 


pany presents a majority petition forthe 


entire distance and therefore is certainly 
entitled to recognition. 

Second—It is generally conceded that 
either pavement is good, if properly 


on portions of the same street there is an 


excellent opportunity to compare the mer-: 


its of respective pavements. 

In support of his report Councilman 
McGarry said that minorities. were 
usually conceded to have certain rights, 
but here was an instance of a majority 
petitioning and there was no attention 
paid to their petition. He thought the 
best way was to divide the street between 
the asphalt and bituminous lime rock 
people, and the same travel would pass 
over both portions. If the Council te- 
fused, however, to consider the major- 
ity’s petition they would simply have to 
protest it out. 

After a warm debate the minority re- 
port was, upon motion of Councilman 
Rees, laid upon the tabie and the major- 
ity report was adopted.

THE COURTS. 


Supreme Court’s Decisions Re- 


ceived for Filing. 


The Friends of Mrs. Lavinia Harris 
Want a Rehearing. 
They Claim That the Wealthy Widow 
is Not Insane, 


The Chinese Perjury Trial Stull On Before 
Judge McKinley—Ed Baker Too 
Sick to be Sentenced— 

New Cases, 


The decision in the Supreme Court 
dismissing the appeal from the judg- 
ment and affirming the order denying a 


motion for new trial of the lower court 


in the case of Dunlap (respondent) v¥s. 
Steere (appellant) was received by 
Deputy Clerk Culp yesterday for filing 
This was an action in 
equity to set aside a former judgment 
between the parties, wherein the 
alleged title of the defendant herein to 
certain land described in the complaint 
Was quieted as against all claints of the 
present plaintiff. 

The findings of the court below show 
that this judgment was obtained by de- 
fault, and upon a service of the sum- 
mons therein by publication, and that 
the present plaintiff had no knowledge 
of the pendency of that action or of 
the rendition of said judgment until 
more than a year after its date. The 
court also found, and the evidence is 
sufficient to sustain these findings, that 
in point of fact plaintiff here was the 
owner of the property involved in that 
action and that not only was defendant 
Without title, but he knew that the al- 
legations of the complaint filed by him 
for the purpose of obtaining the judg- 
ment referred to were whoily false. 

The question therefore presented, 
Says Justice DeHaven in his opinion, is 
whether a judgment thus obtained is 
beyond the reach of successful attack 
ina court of equity. The legal effect of 
this judgment if permitted to stand is 
to divest piaintiff of all title to his prop- 
erty in favor of one who has succeeded 
by a compliance with the mere forms of 
law in obtaining such judgment, and 
that, too, without the knowledge of 
plaintiff, and therefore when it was 
moraliy impossible for him to defend it. 

‘‘We think the plaintiff is entitled to 
the relief which he asks, not only upon 


authority, but upon the plainest princi- 


ples of justice.”’ 

This opinion is concurred in by Jus- 
tices Sharpstein and Harrison. 

Chief Justice Beatty files a concurring 
opinion, but dissenting opinions are 
filed by Justices Mckariand and Pater- 
son, with whom Justice Garoutte con- 
curs, the whole constituting a volume 
of fourteen pages of typewritten mat- 
ter. 

WANTS A REHEARING. 

A writ of habeas corpus, returnable 
in Department Five this morning, was 
issued by Judge Shaw yesterday, direct- 
ing the Sheriff to produce Mrs. Lavinia 
M. Harris, the wealthy widow who was 
committed to Agnews Insane Asylum by 
Judge Smitb on Saturday last, in court 
with the view of obtaining a rehearing, 
some of her friends having declared 
that she is sane. 

PAID THE DAMAGES.

He Took Candy, Whisky, Coagh Medicine 
‘and Morphine, but Was Saved 
by the Prompt Use of a 
Stomach Pump. 


Rather a singular attempt at suicide 
was made at 2 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon by W. T. Ollard, a well-dressed 
young man who has been drinking hard 
for the past few weeks, and was only 
released from the City Jail last Satur- 
day, where he was confined for drunk- 
enness.

He arranged thingsinthe room to 
suit himself, when he stretched out on 
the bed and proceeded to take his med- 
icine. He first munched on the candy 
until he got enough, and then filled 
himself up on whisky, and when he 
thought his courage had reached the 
top peg he swallowed a lot of the mor- 
phine and then made way with the 
ills. 
' Thinking his last hour had come he 
stretched out and went to sleep, but he 
did not sleep long, for his loud breath- 
ing attracted some of the people about 
the house, and when they discovered 
that he was a stranger and did not take 
the roominthe regulation way they 
called up the police and the would-be 
suicide was hustled down to the receiv- 
ing hospital.

This isin line with a good deal of 
criticism that has been indulged in by

_two or three years. It may be ‘‘in all 
kindness,’’ but we.doubt it in the case 
of the northern press generally, though 
we will strain a point and consider the 
Mailanexception. We rather think it 
is that sort of kindness that blandly ap- 
plies a knife below the fifth rib and 
tenders tickling assurances of everlast- 
ing regard. Coupled with a mock com- 
pliment on the enterprise of Southern 
Californians, the Mail gives the ob- 
viously insincere warning that ‘‘they 
will do well to remember that they once 
builded so high and so rapidly that their 
structure fell with a crash.’ 

Will the Mail be kind enough to tell us 
what fell with acrash? Was itour pop- 
ulation? or our wealth? our improve- 
ments, public or private? our industries? 
our mercantile establishments? our 
banks? our cities or towns? our farms? 
What was it in Southern California that 
fell with a crash? : 

A most searching investigation would 
fail to disclose a single collapse in 
Southern California interests. Not a 
single bank went under; not a mercan- 
tile house of any prominence assigned 
during the reaction from the boom. 

That we did have a boom we do not 
deny, but what was it? It was an im- 
mense accession of population; it was.a 
sudden expansion of industries; it was 
an unprecedented growth of cities and 
towns and a marked development of 
farm» properties. Accompanying this 
there was something of a spirit of wild 
speculation, and, in some instances, an 
undue expansion of prices. When the 
boom ceased it was merely a cessation 
of speculation and a return to correct 
principles of development, production 
andindustry. The material results of 
the boom all remained and Southern 
California is therefore so much the 
betier for them. 

The city of Los Angeles went into 
the boom with about 15,000 inhabi- 
tants and came out of it with over 
50,000. Under the steady growth 
which has prevailed since the census 
was taken the population has undoubt- 
edly increased to 55,000 at the present 
time. 

Los Angeles county went into the 
boom with about 40,000 people and 
came out of it with 101,000, after giv- 
ing over 14,000 to Orange county. 
During the decade from 1880 to 1890 
the combined counties of Los Angeles 
and Orange increased in population 
244.63 per cent. 

San Diego connty increased 805.98 
per cent. 

San Bernardino county 
227.47 percent.

Now, we would like to ask the Stock- 
ton Mail, what evidence it finds in this 
exhibit that any material interests in 
Southern California ‘‘went down with 
a crash?” 

In population we have trebled; in 
wealth we. have .increased fivefo'd. 
The wealth per capita is now nearly 
double what it was ten years ago. 

It isa fact that the reaction in wild 
speculation which occurred three years 
ago (very much for the good of the 
country) has been used as a club by 
zealous people in the upper.part of the 
State with which to belabor us over the 
head and make it appear that ourcoun- 
try is now a total wreck. Nothing 
could be more false, more narrow- 
minded or wungenerous. Most of 
the up-country papers have given up 
this line of misrepresentation as a bad 
job. There was a time when they might 
have pleaded the excuse of ignorance; 
but that time is past. Nothing falls to 
the ground more quickly or more flatly 
than wilful misrepresentation, and 


those Northern California journals 


which once berated and belittled us 
with evident unction will find that they 
are simply wasting their malevolence. 


In contradistinction to the slurs of 
some of the northern papers, note the 
following from the San Francisco Chron- 
icle, which has taken pains to keep 
posted on Southern California affairs 
and seeks to do us justice: 


The era of excessive speculation passed 
away in Los Angeles without leaving a sin- 
gle wreck of consequence. Individuals suf- 
fered the penalty imposed upon indiscre- 
tion, but no public institutions collapsed, 
nor was there any general distress. The 
explanation of this is simple enough. Con- 
currently with the real estate boom in the 
city of Los Angeles there was a phenomenal 
development of the magnificent country sur- 
rounding the citvy.. An immense number of 
orange and other fruit orchards were 
planted, and numerous new industries were 
started. The consequence was that, al- 
though the growth of the city was unduly 


forced, its tributary country soon caught 


up with it and prevented a collapse, 6r 
rather turned what might have proveda 
serious disaster into a brilliant success. 


AN interesting bit of history comes to 
the surface relative to the old frame 
building on Temple street, near Broad- 
way, which was partiaily destroved by 
fire last week. It was originally built 
by a Mr. Allen about twenty-five years 
ago, and was then a little one-story 
honse standing ona hill. To the south 
of it, where Broadway now runs, there 
was a gully fifty cfeet deep. The 
house referred to cost the builder $750, 
but property was very much depressed 
in those days and J, W. Potts purchased 
the building and two lots for $500. In 
1876 or 1878 Mr. Potts graded off the 
hill. Ashe cut out the earth he sup- 
ported his house on timbers and built 
the lower story of the structure as it 
remained in later years. Mr. Potts 
graded Temple street largely at his own 
expense. He remembers the time when 
Broadway in that quarter was a gully 


cart to get through.

* So far as mental ability and legal 
learning are concerned, Mr. Simon is 
only moderately qualified. But the 
great objection to him is that he is nota 
man of honor and integrity in public af- 
fairs. He has been known in Oregon 
for fifteen years as a political ‘‘boss,’’ 
and that only; and in the character of 
‘‘boss’’ he has made war upon every 
man in his party who would not tamely 
submit to his dictation, and to crush 
out opposition to his will in the, party 
he has corrupted the primary.elections, 
made merchandise of public offices, and 
defied the will of the great mass of his 
party and ofthe people. He has gone 
further than this, in that to secure his 
ends he has thrust his power and in- 
fence between the execution of the 
s to protect the ballot-box from 
bribery and repeating and the corrupt 
tools who were his active agents at the 
polls by becoming their bondsmen when 
arrested or indicted for such crimes, 
and in no case have such accused per- 
sons ever been prosecuted for their of- 
fenses, but their bonds have been for- 
feited and the rogues have escaped un- 
whipt and even untried’ by justice 
This has been the history of dozens of 
such cases.in the city of Portland, in all 
of which Mr. Simon has appeared as 
the active protector of the accused. 
Ten years.ago, while a member of

Re- 
peated efforts to have the police en- 
force the laws against gambling, and 
in closing the saloons on Sundays, 
have never succeeded in moving 
asingle policeman in this duty, and 
Commissioner Simon has protected the 
chief of police in his refusal to exe- 
cute these laws.

Ten Years for Plundering a Trust 
Company in Tacoma.

The Trial of “Sam’l of Posen’ Postponed 
—Another Record Meeting to be 
Held at Stockton—Beet 
Sugar Production,

Tacoma (Wash.,) Dec. 14. —[By the 
Associated Press.] Edward Albertson, 
the defaulting cashier of the Fidelity 


»Trust Company of this city, was today 


sentenced to ten yearsinthe peniten- 
tiary by Superior Judge Allyn. Fred 
N. Chandler, Albertson’s friend and ac- 
complice, was sentenced to five years in 
the penitentiary. 

In September last Albertson took 
about $20,000 of the bank’s money, 
and being unable to replace it he took 
about $600,000 worth of the bank’s 
securities and after changing the com- 
bination of the safe left the city. The 
next day President Wallace, of the Fi- 
delity Trust Company, received a note 
from Albertson agreeing to return 
the securities to the bank if the 
bank officers would sign, an agree- 
ment granting him ‘immunity from 
arrest. In the note Albertson 
directed the president of the bank how 
to-reach a place across the bay from 
Tacoma, where he wasin hiding. Ac- 
cordingly President -Wallace took a 
boat and went to the place, as directed 
by Albertson, and there found Chandler, 
to whom he gave an agreement in re- 
turn forthe bank securities. Albertson 
and Chandler then wandered about in 
the mountains for two or three weeks, 
finally going to Coos Bay, where they 
were captured September 11, Albert- 
son being shot by one of the deputies, 
who made the arrest. Both men were 
brought here and pleaded guilty. 

In sentencing Albertson Jugde Allyn 
said that the plea of necessities which 
drove to crime was not valid. As to 
the argument of the high- standing he 
enjoyed in the community, this would 
not be considered'asa pleafor clemency. 
The defendant had little reason to ad- 
dress the Court for mercy. So far as 
the Court was concerned the higher the 
previous standing of the criminal in the 
community the less consideration would 
be shown him. 

Addressing Chandler, the Court said: 
‘‘ Yours is not so much of a crime as a 


mistake. You were influenced by your 
friend and. by your loyalty to your 
friend.’’ 


Albertson and Chandler will be taken 
to the penitentiary tomorrow.

Senator Felton of 
California introduced a bill today 
amending the Chinese Exclusion Act so 
as to require Chinese removed from the 
United States to be sent to China in- 
stead of the country whence they came. 
Itis provided further that the burden 
of proof shall be on any Chinese laborer 
or person who shall claim the right to 
remain in the United States. 

He also introduced a bill, amending 
the ocean mail subsidy act of the last 
Congress, by providing that steamers of 
gross registered tonnage of not less 
than 3000 tons of construction ma- 
terial and speed of the second class (16 
knots) may be employed for a period of 
not more than five years and receive 
the compensation of that class. It 
further amends the act by the addition 
of a prohibition of pcoling freight or 
passenger rates.

FEDERATION OF LABOR. 


The Annual Convention in Session at 
Birmingham. 


President Gompers on the Growth of the 
Organization—A Wrangle Expected 
Over Seating the San Fran- 
cisco Delegates. . 


By Telegraph to The Times. ~ 

Biruinenam (Ala.,) Dec. 14.—[By 
Associated Press.]>* The eleventh an- 
nual national convention of the Federa- 
tion of Labor convened this morning, 
being called to order by President 
Gompers. .About 150 delegates were 
present from all parts of the United 
States and Canada. 

President Gompers in calling the Fed- 
eration convention toorder said that he 
would reserve the delivery of his an- 
nual address until tomorrow. 

He then delivered a brief address of 
welcome. The growth of the organiza- 
tion during the past vear, he said, has 
been phenomenal, and the delegates be- 
fore him represented more than three- 
quarters of a million of organized 
laborers. 

Gompers, in conclusion, said: 

Much yet remained to be done, and com- 
binations against labor can only be success- 
fully coped with by a compact and thorough 
organization of wage-workers. The per- 
petuity of the institutions of our country, 
the freedom of citizens, the burden upon 
our sisters, the cry of children for relief, 
demand that we labor with all our power 
to relieve ourselves from the great 
wrongs by which we are surrounded. 

At the conclusion of the president’s 
address the convention went into exec- 
utive session... General Secretary 
Evans in presenting his annual report 
said that while the trades union move- 
ment is doing a noble work in the line 
of reform they are not making as rapid 
progress as they should, and renewed 
efforts are urged. The report showed 
that during the term ended October 31 
246 charters had been issued to unions 
in thirty States. Charters were also 
granted to ten national unions, making 
atotalof 256 during the year. Re- 
ceipts of-the year were $21,344 and 
expenditures $13,199, leaving a bal- 
ance of $8158. 

The statement was rendered notable 
by showing that the total outlay for the 
salaries of an organization with hun-

750,000 was 84500.

LOS ANGELES SCIENTISTS. 


Meeting of the Local Science Association 
Last Evening. 

A company of ladies and gentlemen 
interested in science met last evening at 
Caledonia Hall to complete the organ- 
ization of a society to be known as the 
Southern California Science Associa- 
tion. 

Its object is to promote all branches 
of science and it has a membership of 
thirty-two already, including some of 
the most learned scientists in the city. 
Dr. M. H. Alter is president of the as- 
sociation: Dr. Davison and Prof. Co- 
quillet, vice-presidents; Mrs. Mary E. 
Hart, secretary, and Wm. Lundberg, 
treasurer. a 

The society meets on the second Mon- 
day evening of each month. 

Last evening the president read a pa- 
per outlining the objects and aims of 
the association, suggesting that all po- 
litical, commercial and sectarian discus- 
sions be eliminated and the subjects of 
astronomy, botany, chemistry, entomol- 
ogy. geology, meteorology, microscopy, 
biology, ornithology, physiology, arche- 
ology, zodlogy and all the other ‘‘olo- 
gies’’ receive attention. He advocated 
the establishment of a department of 
technology under the auspices of the 
society and thought it was time to begin 
to educate the rising generation in 
somewhat different channels than the 
“learned’’ professions, as there are 
now in this city one physician for every 

194 inhabitants (more than at any 
other place in the civilized world and 
in the healthiest climate on the globe, 
too,) ohe lawyer for every 126 possible 
clients andthe ministers and editors 
are plenty enough to convert the city 
and gather in all the news. 

Discussion foliowed the reading of 
the paper, some of the members object- 
ing to the exclusion of religion, politi¢s 
and commerce from their deliberations, 
on the ground that it might placea 
stricture on the free explorations of 
science. 

Wm. H. Knight, a member of the Cin- 
cinnati Society of Natural History, was 
present and gave an interesting account 
of that organization, which has been in 
existence twenty years and has grown 
to be an association of 250 members, 
with an endowment fund of 350,000 
and buildings worth $20,000, which 
are inadequate to its needs and will be 
supplemented by a_ large building 
erected in the public park in connection 
with the Cincinnati art museum. 

This society of scientists promises to 
be one of the most instructive organ- 
izations in the city, and deserves public 
recognition from an educational stand- 
point,

THE STORM AT SIERRA MADRE. 

In conversation yesterday with J. H. 
Outhwaite the reporter was lead to believe 
that Friday’s windstorm centered about 
Sierra Madre, and that the gale blew 
strongest in that vicinity. Mr. Outhwaite 
was awakened by the wind before mid- 
night. He saw, upon looking out from his 
residence, a short distance northwest of 
Sierra Madre, that the sky was pitch black. 
The wind increased, and he and the mem- 
bers of his family donned heavy clothes 
and sat up the remainder of the nightina 
room on the ground floor, with the lights 
and fires extinguished, awaiting the coming 
of almost any sort of acalamity. A-near- 
by neighbor spent almost the entire night 
with his family in the cellar, which proved 
to be the favorite portion of the house for 
many people inthe vicinity. The huricane 
raged fiercely all night, damagiug the 
orchards, trees and shrubbery to an un- 
usual extent. 

3 MENDING THE DAMAGE. 

Inspector C. H. Richardson, whose trees 
probably held the largest crop of oranges 
in town before Friday's storm, was busily 
engaged yesterday mending the damage so 
faras possible. Such limbs as were broken 
but not completely snapped off Mr. Richard- 
son has propped upinthe beiief that the 
end of the branch will receive enough sap 
to keep it alive. The broken place he cov- 
ers over with paint. Itis possible that 
much of the fruit may be saved in this way. 
Mr. Richardson's observations prove that 
the fruit on the west side of town suffered 
much less damage than that on the east 
side. B.Tallmadge’s fine orchard and those 
adjoining were comparatively little in- 
jured.

California Prunes.

The cultivation of prunes in Califor- 
nia is said to be” profitable, producing 
about $1 pertree or $100 per acre. 
The rate increases as the trees grow 
old, until the fruit each year is worth 
almost. $2. Ex-Secretary of State 
Thomas Beck has given up eyerything 
else to engage in the cultivation of the 
prune’ The Pajaro Land and Fruit Com- 
pany was recently formed for the pur- 
pose of raising this fruit in large quan- 
tities. It has bought 600 acres of land 
in Pajaro Valley and will plant an or- 
chard of French prunetrees. They will 
be from four to six feet in height 
when put in the ground. The stock of 
these trees is to be 3 years old and the 
grafting 1 year. Next year they will 
begin to yield fruit. The average life 
of the tree is thirty years,

At El Paso the railroad company. not 
having operators to handle the train

CONCERTED ACTION NEEDED. 
Low Prices and Over-Shipments—Fleecing 
the Fruit Grower, 

[Ontario Observer. ] 
Until the pomologists of California 
conduct their business on business prin- 
ciples, they cannot hope to prosper. 
If 100 cars of Mexican oranges 
were dumped into Los Angeles tomor- 
row, what would follow but a depres- 
sion in pricrs, ruinous to shippers and 
growers? This but illustrates the way 
in which the great bulk of our oranges 
was marketed inthe East last season 
and the mannerin which we are now 
disposing. of our raisin crop. Our 
raisins this season are the finest the 
State ever produced, but the prices are 
lower than have ever obtained in the 
history of the industry. Why are they 
lower? Not because there is an over- 
production; not because Spanish raisins 
are being imported, for ours have shut 
out the foreign product completely; not 
because there is no demand, for the 
sales Jast month of California raisins ex- 
ceeded those of any previous month; 
but it is because the crop is being 
crowded on tothe market at one time, 
allowing conscienceless manipulators to 
hammer down the prices below the cost 
of production. When the equilibrium 
of a market is disturbed by the over- 
supply of any product down goes the 
price. The law of supply and demand 
cannot be violated without some one 
suffering a dire penalty. If. the supply 
be greater than the demand the pro- 
ducer suffers and if the reverse the con- 
sumer suffers. With the protective 
duty on raisins and with the practica 
monopoly which Californians enjoy in 
this production they have it in their 
powerto make the consumer do the 
suffering, but for lack of a concerted 
pian for the proper marketing and dis- 
tribution of their raisins they are being 
robbed right and left. We do not favor 
a combination for the purpose of extort- 
tion but for protection. We have pro- 
ducts which the East demands and which 
can be had nowhere else so cheaply, 
but instead of taking advantage of the 
opportunity to make the most of the 
monopoly nature has so generously 
given us we are allowing ourselves to be 
fleeced unmercifully. Think of 3-crown 
raisins selling in the East at 4 cents 
per pound, and 2-crown at 3 cents! 
How long, O Lord, how long shall we 
allow speculators tothus play football 
with prices? In this age of class legis- 
lation, combines and monopolies the 
unorganized followers of any industry 
are sure to fall victims to the universal 
game of cinch, of which there are so 
many adroit players. The fruit grow- 
ers must organize, for in their present 
disintegrated state they are too weak, 
too powerless tocompela just compen- 
sation for furnishing the world its lux- 
uries. If they do not organize, if thev 
do not coéperate in the marketing of 
their products, the fruit industry of 
this State, whichshould become greater 
than all others combined as a wealth 
creator, will lapse into decadence, and 
the magnificent orchards of California 
will again become the playgrounds of 
the rabbit and coyote.

That the dissolute men and wo- 
men who congregate there have made the 
place unpleasant to passers-by, and by their 
carousals at night disturbed the—rest._of 
those whose homes are near oy. 

The children from our homes on their 
way to and from schoolin passing this place 
have been made familiar with forms of 
vice and immorality. And we have strong 
reason to believe that if reopened this place 
will be conducted in the same manner. 

Therefore, we respectfully ask the Police 
Commissioners as guardians of the public 
peace and public morals to refuse to license 
this place and spare this our neighborhood 
this disgrace and shame.

A Problem in Proportion. 

It is a curious and an interesting fact 
that while Northern California pro- 
duces only 5 percent. of the total citrus 
crop grown in the State she shares 
equally with Southern California (which 
producés the other 95 per cent.) in the 
State apportionment for citrus fairs, re- 
ceiving one-half of the $5000 set aside 
for that purpose. Manifestly the ap- 
portionment should,be according to the 
amount produced in each section. 
Reckoned on this basis, the northern 
citrus belt, which produces one-twen- 
tieth of the entire citrus crop of the 
State, should receive a proportionate 
share of the appropriation, which would 


be $250. Instead of this she gets ten 
times that amount. Reversing the 
problem: If Northern California re- 


ceives $2500 for one-twentieth of the 
crop, Southern California might justly 
lay claim to nineteen times as much, 
which would give her the snug. little 
sum of $47,500, with which she might 
make a very creditable showing.

These electric storms do not, thank God! 
occur frequently. The one of ‘87, and 
that just past, cover, I think,.a period of 
ten years. In this part of the county, 
when the late storm settled down to \busi- 
ness, exactly the same thing happened as 
in’87: The wind settled into W.N.E. and 
held to about that point for several hours. 
When it did shift in the early morning it 
went roundto S.E. and then broke up. 
Speaking for this east side of the San 
Gabriel River, the Verdugo Cafion had no 
more influence in directing that storm than 
my old cow.

dies who are boarding at that institution, 
and at the earnest solicitation of one of 
them I take the liberty of answering. 

The article in question seems to convey 
the idea that the young lady boarders are 
mendicants, and goes on to say: ‘The 
young giris will look back in after years to 
thank the good ladies who have so gra- 
ciously extended a helping hand to them in 
their early struggles,’’ etc. The young 
ladies naturally resent this; they have 
parents to look after them, and they think 
they pay .a fair price for all they get, the 
rate being $3.50 per week for those who 
“double up’’ in room and $5 per week 
where they have a single room. This is 
about the average price for accommoda. 
tions of the kind they get. The rooms are 
not ‘handsomely furnished;’’ the fare is 
not anything extra, nor do the girls under- 
stand that they pay ‘‘in proportion to their 
ability,’’ as all pay the same price, except 
one young lady, who goos home every Fri- 
day and returns on Monday. She pays $2 
per week. 

There are about twenty young ladies; 
more than half of them are school girls, 
whose parents live in neighboring towns, 
who send their children to board at the 
Flower Festival Home more because they 


think they will be safer there than on ac. ° 


count of the price. 

The young ladies object most seriously 
at being classed as “girs who, by worldly 
misfortune or aceident of birth, are thrown 
upon their own resources.’’ They pay for 
what they get, and deem it very unfair to 
be thus placed in this unenviable position. 
They all feel indignant at the false light 
they are placed in, but lay no blame on

Concerning the Toothsome Oyster in His 
Los ANGELES, Dec. 14.—/To the Editor of 
THE TIMES.] You have announced that I 
would bring the most delicious oysters to 
Southern California in abundance, and at 
prices which would enable all classes to eat 
them freely. The latter was in chief my 
object in undertaking a laborious business 
and make large sales at very small profits. 
The large company in Louisiana which em- 
ploys 100 steamboats and luggers in this 
trade was ready to ship me any amount at 
low figures, and made, as they understood, 
an agreement with Wells-Fargo to ship at 
net weight of oysters per 1000, excluding 
the packages and the ice. On that basis 
cheap oysters could be sold here of~+best 
quality. But, when the sample shipments 
came, the freight charged was on the pe 
weight, making an addition of nearly 7 
cents per quart can, and leaving no profit 
to the wholesale dealer. The largest slice 
was to the express, and then 10 cents to 
the retail dealer. Under these circum- 
stances there are only three courses open: 
First—To advance the prices, which 
would defeat the chief object I have had in 
view—to secure cheap food for the masses, 

Second—To take-large risks without any 
chance of profits. 

Third—To abandon the business if the 
express rate is to be continued on gross 
weight. 

Supt. Pridham, while desirous to encour- 


, age this undertaking, properly says the 


rates must be fixed by the general office. 
It is my understanding that oysters from 
the Atlantic, six and a half days coming, 
are shipped atthe same rate whjch is de- 
sanded or three days transit and 1600 
miles shorter distance. The railroads and 
the express companies of course command 
the situation; and if their policy and rules } 
require rates which prohibit the Pacific 
Coast people from indulging in cheap deli. 
cacies which Eastern people consume iu 
abundance the latter are simply more for- 
tunate in having that competition which 
creates fair prices. Under the rates which 
I presume had been agreed upon I could 
have given the express $100 a day. Their 
gross rates would require almost an addi- 
tional $100. They are rich and can afford 
not to create this business here for the ben- 
efit of others. 

In regard to shell oysters I suggested to 
the Southern Pacific Company that if they 
could fix arate by which these could be 
shipped and sold ‘here higher than cost a 
trade of hundreds of thousands of dollars 
could be started. I suggested that sugar 
was carried at 60 cents per 100 pounds to 
the Missouri Riverin sacks and hogsheads, 
and why could they not ship carloads of 
oysters here at the same rates? Their re- 
sponse was that their rate would be $2.06, 


and that being prohibitive the subject 
dropped. 
However, California has so many re. 


sources and such multitudes of splendid ed- 
ibles that its people cannot complain if 
some other choice and appetizing articles 


are denied access tothe Coast until other 


years may bring real competition in rail-

INCREASE IN DRUNKS. 


Peculiar Ef'ect of the Prohibitive Ordi- 
nances—Aun Explanation. 

The Police Court record shows that 
since the midnight and Sunday-clgsing 
ordinances have gone into effect 
drinks have been much more numerous 
than when saloons were open night and 
day and every day. During the year 
that these ordinances have been in 
effect the average of drunks disposed 
of inthe Police Court is 400 greater 
than it was during the same period be- 
fore the ordinances were adopted. 

This statement mav seem a little 
strange to those who know nothing of 
the ways of the average drunk, except 
what they have read in Sunday-school 
papers, but to those who have had to 
deal with the beast in person, it is easy 
enough to solve the problem. 

In the first place, nine-tenths of the 
saloons have back doors, and as there 
are afew menin all classes who de- 


light in defying the law itis not at all 


surprising that some saloons can be got 
at by way of the back doors in spite of 
the guardians of the peace, who are 
supposed by good prone to be every 
place all at once. 

_Now, when a man who likes whisky 
once gets inside of sucha saloon he will 
Dut leave as long as he jas a cent or 
there is a prospect for another drink, 
for he is afraid that if he once leaves 
he will not be able to find -another 


place, so he goes on the oid saying ‘a. 


birdinthe hand is- worth two in the 
bush,’’ and remains until he is ready 
for the police patrol wagon. 

Last Sunday 215 men were counted 
in one little saloon, and they remained 
until every mcther’s son wasso drunk 
that it was better thana circus to see 
them rolling off in every direction when 
the saloon-keeper learned that they had 
no more money and fired them out. 

Of course only a few found their w ay 
to the City Jail for the reason that the 
officer on that beat was tired from last 
week’s tug-of-war pull, and did not feel 
able to a struggle with a lot of noisy 
drunks. 

Now this is the very class of drinking 
men thatthe law is intended to reach, 


but it would seem thatit has the very. 


opposite effect.

THE PUBLIC FUNDS. 


The City is Entitled to Its In- 
terest. 


Judge Shaw's Decision in the Suit 
' Against the City Bank. 


The Bank Occupied the Position of 
Trustee for the City. 


While the Contract Was Hlegal, the City 
fs Kutified to the Profits from 
the Use of Its Own 
Fonds - 


Judge Shaw on Saturday announced 


that he had decided the case of the city 
against the City Bank, a suit to recover 
intercst on the public funds deposited 


with that bank, under a_ contract made 
by orcer of the Council, in favor of the 
plaintiff with judgment in the sum of 
$e721.54, the full amount claimed, 
and costs. 

The history of the case is generally 
known. Attera long contest the money 
finally turned over to. the City 
Bank, which, enjoyed the use of the 
money foralmost a year, Inthe mean- 
time, the case had been appealed to the 
Supreme Court, which declared that 
the city had no right to loan the funds, 
and that the contract with the City 
Bank was illegal, and, therefore, null 
and void. On this decision the City Bank 
returned the money to the City Treas- 
urer, less the accrued interest, which it 
claimed the city had no right to de- 
mand, and refused to pav the -same, 
although its books showed an_ indebted- 
ness to the city to the amount of 
$9721.54 on account of interest. 
The city then brought suit against the 
bank to recover this amount, with the 
result above stated. 

Judge Shaw has filed a written de- 
cision in the case; and in view of the

given in full, as follows: 
THE DECISION. 
The City of Los Angeles, Plaintiff, vs. the 

City Bank, Defendant. 

The complaint states two causes of ac. 
tion, one for money had and received and 
the other upon an account stated. 

The evidence shows that from the 14th 
of May. 1890, to the 16th of February, 
1891, the defendant at divers times re- 


of money belonging to the city; that checks 
were drawn by the treasurer upon this ac. 
count from Une to time, which were paid 
by the bank, but that there was at all times 
a large balance of the money in the hands 
of the bank; thatit loaned this money to 
other persons at rates ot interest varving 
from 4'4 to 10 per cent. per annum, and 
received interest thereon amounting to 

721,54, the sum stated in the 
complaint. 

An ordinary pass book was kept in which 
the bank entered the moneys received from 
the City Treasurer trom time to time as re- 
ceived. Inthis book was also entered to 
the credit of the citv by the bank certain 
items styled ‘interest as per con- 
tract,” amounting to $7695.42. These 
amounts were the amounts of interest 
that would accrue monthly on _ the 
daily balances of the account at the rate of 
8, of 1 per cent. permonth. This book was 
balanced several times and the balance 
carried forward. The last time this oc- 
curred was December 31, 1890, and the 
balance at that time was $288,365.02. 
Credits were entered and checks paid after 
that time, but no other balance wasstruck. 
Ou February 16, 1891, the defendant paid 
tothe City Treasurer the sum of $193,- 
066.22. Adding the items and deducting 
debits from credits discloses the fact that 
defendant has not paid all of the balance of 
December 31, the deficit being $7695.42, 
which is the exact amount of interest there- 
tofore credited in the account. The sum 
paid was the exact balance of the money 
received without including any interest. 
This money was received and the account 
kept in pursuance of a contract attempted 
to be made between the parties whereby 
it was agreed that the city should keep its 
money in thebauk. and the bank should 
pay the city interest monthly for tne use 
of it at the rate of %% of 1 per cent. per 
month upon the daily balances. This con- 
tract was declared illegal and. void bv the 
Supreme Court in the case of Yarnell ys. 
the citv, 87 Cal., 603. 

The plaintiff's theory is that the balance 
of December 31, 1891, constituted an ac- 
count stated, the particular items of which 
cannot now be inquired into, and also that 
the defendant actually received the sum of 
$9721.54 as interest on money inits cus- 
tody. belonging to the plaintiff, which it 
loaned to third persons, and. that plaintiff 
is entitled to.recover that amount. 

On the other hand, the defendant con- 
tends that the keeping of the pass book 
was in pursuance of the iNegal contract. 
that it was kept for no other pur- 
pose, and that as, there. can be no re. 
covery of the illegal contract neither 
can there be of any items of interest 
charged in pursuance of it, and as to the 


interest received there is no liability on 
“the contract because it is illegal, and that | 


a bank is not liable for interest .on money | 


received on general deposit unless there is | 
a special contract, and any special contract | 
would be illegal, hence there is 


atail. Itis also argued that on general 
principles of, justice the city has suffered 
no loss by reason of the. bank loaning its 


money and receiving interest thereon, be- 
cause the city itself could not lawfully loan 
its money nor derive any. benefit from the 
use of it and in no worse position now. 
without the interest received bv the bank 
than it would have been if the monev had 
been keptin its own vaults. 5

It was decided in the case of Yarnell vs 
the City, 87 Cal., 603, tn effect, that no 
city officer, nor the city itself. could law. 
fully make any one except @ duly author. 
ized officer of the city’ a custodian of the 
moneyofthe city. 

The act of the treasurer in transferring 
this money to the defendant was entirely 
unauthorized and illegal, and necessarily 
known to be so by the defendant. 

The city, as a legal corporation, was not 
a party to this illegal transaction, and 
therefore it cannot be said that the city 1s 
in part delicto 80 as to invoke the principle 
that no recovery can be-had by either party 
Where they are guilty in an illegal transac- 
tion. 

The money cannot be deemed to be a gen. 
eral depositin the bank and subject to the 
ordinary rules between a bank and its de- 
depositor because any such deposit would 
be unlawful. Sucha relation presupposes 
a lawful right to make the deposit and a 
legal contract arising from it. In this case 
the City Treasurer could not lawfully de. 
positthe money and the bank could not 
lawfully receive it. 

As to the proposition that the bank is not 
liable for interest because the city could 
have received none if the money had been 
kept in its vaults, think it is a sufficient 
answer to say that where one person has 
unlawfuliy obtained possession of the 
money or property of another and used. it 
to his profit, and is called to account for 
such profit, he should not be permitted to 
show in defense that the owner would -not 
or could not-have made any profit. 

The money was the property of the city. 
In the hands of the City Treasurer it was a 
trust fund. The bank Knew it to be a trust 
fund when it received it. It was unlaw- 
fully in possession of the bank and was by 
the bank unlawfully converted to its own 
use, and from such age the bank realized 
the sum of $9721.54. ‘s 

The city, which stands in the position of 
an innocent cestui que trust, now seeks to re- 
cover the profits thus arising from the use 


of its own funds, and I think it has a clear | 


right to do so. 

Iam of the opinion that the facts proved 
do not show an account stated. The keep- 
ing of the account was entirely in pursu- 
ance of the illegal contract. If one ex- 
press contract is illegal and incapable of 
enforcement, any other express contract 
must be equally so. 

Findings and judgment will be drawn in 
favor of the plaintiff for $9721.54 and 
costs. SHAW, Judge,
